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ELECTION OF SPECIES 

1 . Claims 1 -45 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising compositions having (1) a first conjugate comprising a targeting moiety, a 
first member of a binding pair, and a first therapeutic agent; (2) a clearing agent 
(optional); and (3) a second conjugate comprising a complementary member of the 
binding pair and a second therapeutic agent. In particular, the claims are directed to 
various species as follows: (1 ) first and second therapeutic agents selected from 
radionuclides, drugs, toxins, and boron addends; (2) therapeutic agents ranging from I- 
125 to Bi-213; (3) drugs selected from taxol, nitrogen mustards, ethylenimine 
derivatives, alkyl sulfonates, nitrosoureas, triazenes, folic acid analogs, pyrimidine 
analogs, purine analogs, vinca alkaloids, antibiotics, enzymes, platinum coordination 
complex, substituted urea, methyl hydrazine derivatives, adrenocortical suppressants, 
hormones, antagonists, camptothecin, and endostatin; (4) toxins selected from abrin, 
alpha, toxin, diphtheria toxin, exotoxin, gelonin, pokeweed antiviral protein, ricin, 
saporin, DNAse, and RNAse; and (5) binding pairs selected from complementary DNA 
fragments, complementary peptide oligonucleotides, enzymes, and prodrug substrates. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed. 

2. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
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the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35
